Ihlcrc'stcd in Religion 

Ood wiis explained by H. Trevor yes- 
terday afternoon at the usual weekly' 
meeting of the Alonlro.al Itatlon- 
ulitl ,\v;s(ji.-i.-i;luii. Tlic !-:pcakcr outlined 
11)0 ilovolopiijciu ot the ClirlHliau 
coiK.-olpt uf a dicly, .sl.-iliiiK In i.'on- 
cluKion that tho avcrago icspoiislbic 
man I.i nut interested In religion, 

I'lato 'was quoled us saying, "Gods 
are' not reasons, but only Ingenious 
e.-^.ii.ses for not having reasons." 
'J'rcvor mentioned other ancients who 
were sceptical as to religion, writer 
such as Aristotle, Cicero, Pliny and 
Strabo. 

Ideal of Perfection 

According to an oid belief, went 
on the apcaker, tho tinlvcrso wan 
divided into ten concentric circljs 
revolving around tlic earth. Tliu su- 
premo deity, whotlior Zeus, Jupiter 
Jehovah, or what have you, w.is 
placed in the tenth circle, or Jliavcn. 
A3 this last and outside circle was 
considered pcrfcci, revolving eternal- 
ly, endless, and witltout beginning, 
.tho idea of God's perfection was 
conceived. 

As Christianity developed in Alex- 
andria, Jews, Greeks, and Egyptians 
met tp diiicuïs religion. Hero the 
Chrl.stlana got tho Idea of the Trinity 
from the lilgyptlana. 

A new name, for Iho now Ood for 
tliQ new religion was desired, as tho 
old ones cuuid nol bu used. The 
tentli(a sacred nmnber) letter of tho 
Jewish alphaliet, to wit, V*d, was 
taken. To this was prefixed a,~-t:ie 
third letter, representing the Trinity. 
Gyod, the result, eventually became 
God. 

• Tho chin-ch objected strongly to 
the Copernican Idea that the earth 
and other plunota revolted around 
the sun, as it threatened the Ideal ot 
God's pcifcctloii, omnipotence, eto. 
Tills idea was a blow to religion, 
which bt-gaji gi-aduaily to luso Its 
power. Toduy,tho speaker concluded, 
tho intelligent man Is conccntiuting 
on Scicico, njt religion.

In addlUon to theso or- 
ganizations there nro Innumerable teams which 
are rcsponalbla for an enormous amount of time 
and energy. Strange as It might seem to some, there 
aro ot.*ier th'iv,-g to be considered In university life, 
and although wo realise the painful shock that it 
will to many wô feel it U our duty to draw al- 
tentljn to tha fact Uiat our only Justiticntlon (■,!• 
being within these walls is the acquirement ot an 
education. 

It Is dulte possible that we aro putting too 
much stress on social lite and athletic prowess 
during tho four fleeting yçara that wo apcnd ao 
riotously In tho lap ot learning.

If several would follow the example of those that 
have already preceded them Into oblivion. 

It is <iwite possible for mniiy p;;op!e lo belorg

.iinl at tiic same ilmo auccpod in obtaining a degree, 
but surely wo all vcallio that tho knowledgo' re- 
quired by examination slabdarda Is InflnUestmal In 
comparison with a comprehensive undorttandlris of 
our field of study.

Financial Interests Powerful 

By moans of a chart, when pictured 
economic society as a lai'ga. spider- 
web, with the controlling forces as 
tho spider In the centre, tho speaker 
pointed out how agriculture, fis'herlcs 
Commerce, Industry and education are 
dependent on a few financiers. Kven 
government comes under this domin- 
ance. "I do not believe that the C^na-' 
dîan Government la consciously con- 
trolled byflnanclal Interests" bo stat- 
ed, "but power In economic niattera 
usually means power In th« political 
realm." Ho believed tint only flimsy 
film was hiding this dictatorship. 

Many people believe that capital- 
ism means private ownership by a 
Istrge group ot separato Individuals, 
with opport- n'tles for Individual init- 
iative, and general prosperity. It 
this is denounced, these people be- 
lieve that Russia Is the only alter- 
native— a bogey. In mentioning tho 
Soviet Republic, Mr. Woodsworth de- 
clared himself not to bo a Communi.it, 
but he was of tho opinion that Canada 
is very unwiso in refuting to trade. 
Conception Wrong 

This conception ot capitalism 
declared to bo wrong. Jn actuality it 
in a system which consista ot a small 
number ot capitalists, who have cor- 
porate ownership and Irrcnponf :b'o 
control over water power, mines tim- 
ber limits, fijhlng rights and most 
Industries. -Monopolistic privllegea 
have been given to a few financiers 
by the government In tho Interests oi 
tho people, who have misused their 
privilege. Now tho government which 
has given them these rights coul I 
take them back. 

Mr. Woodsworth referred to tho 
tuppresslon of free speech in Toronto, 
I d mentioned that he wis consider- 
ing introducing a blU Into tho hou»e 
to make euch freedom possible. He 
told of an occasion on which ho at- 
tempted to mako a politIc.-J speech 
In a small comjiunled town In t'anadu. 
belonging to a firm financed with 
Amcrcan money. "Tho n. uiagtr wii» 
an American who would not tako out 
naturalisation papers, and yet would 
not let a member of tho Canadian 
House ot Commons speak .unti: '.il"! 
permission was first obtained, ' lie 
said.
